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Government Practice Regarding Overseas Trade Fairs (ii) 





National Pavilions An Unsuitable Way 
of Exhibiting 


[: THE article published in last week’s Board of Trade Journal it was assumed that exhibiting at 


trade fairs should be left to individual firms and their agents. It is in. the light of this in- 


sistence on individual responsibility that the question of collective and selective exhibits is 
best considered.* 


Collective Displays by Single Industries 


From time to time occasions arise, even in fairs organized by trade sections, where a collective 
exhibit will suit the convenience of individual firms or industries. In such cases, for example, a 
good deal of the work involved in organizing and mounting the exhibit is taken off the shoulders 
of the individual firm and handled centrally; this is often a considerable relief. Moreover, it is 
usually possible by this means to provide an impressive display at lower cost to the individual 
participants. The objections to the method are that the individuality of the different firms runs a 
risk of being submerged, and unless each firm sends its own representative (in which case the saving 
of cost is much smaller), selling becomes less easy, because no central representative can be competent 
to answer on behalf of many different firms the questions about performance, price and availability 
which expert buyers will wish to ask. Indeed, it seems a fair generalization that in proportion as 
expense of staffing is reduced, so also is efficiency of selling. It is noteworthy that one or two British 
industries which experimented with this form of exhibiting soon after the war seem largely to have 
abandoned it. But from time to time special circumstances may still occur which make it appropriate. 

Where a collective display is confined to a single industry, the most natural body to organize 
it would seem to be a trade association (though in some, such as textiles, any display which wanted 
to cover more than a single section would involve the co-operation of a number of associations). A 
trade association might be expected to hesitate about taking on such a task unless a considerable 


* Note: The term ‘collective exhibit’ is used for one in which a number of firms have combined to stage a 
display in a single stand or building, but in which each keeps its products distinct and is alone responsible for 
choosing the products it exhibits. By contrast, in a ‘selective display,’ the products of various firms are shown 
together, and the choice of exhibits rest in the hands of some central or outside body. 
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proportion of its members approved. Moreover, there would seem 
to be limits to the extent to which a trade association would wish 
to control the goods which its members display. Alternatively, the 
work can be done by a firm of exhibition contractors. One difficulty 
here is that such firms are accustomed to act as agents rather than 
principals, which presupposes that a number of firms have come 
together and decided to undertake the responsibility for a collective 
exhibit, and any firm likely to take the necessary initiative in bringing 
about such a decision will usually prefer to make its own individual 
arrangements. 


Collective Displays of Several Industries 


In many cases, however, collective displays are thought of as 
including the products of more than one industry. This immediately 
changes the situation. For, as has been explained, a display which 
embraces more than one industry is not compatible with the organiza- 
tion of a fair on its proper basis of trade sections. But if, on the other 
hand, a trade fair is organized by national sections, the problem of 
organizing a collective display is raised in an acute form because it is 
only by means of such a display (in the shape of a United Kingdom 
pavilion) that the individual firm can exhibit at all. 


Organization of National Pavilions 


As has already been made clear, the Government and general 
opinion in industry regard the introduction of national pavilions 
into trade fairs as an undesirable development. Where there are 
adequate trade sections the organization of a British pavilion is 
discouraged. Wherever the Government has found fresh fairs being 
planned on a national basis, it has taken steps to explain this attitude 
both to the fair organizers and the Government concerned (who are 
often identical). This will be continued, but we have to recognize 
that there may be a few trade fairs, especially in less developed 
countries outside Europe, which probably could not and certainly 
will not be organized on a trade section basis, at any rate in the 
immediate future, but from which it may be thought that the total 
absence of British exhibits would be unfortunate. 

If such a belief is well-founded, the problem ought to solve itself. 
The absence of British exhibits would only be unfortunate if, as a 
result, serious sales opportunities were being lost. If the people best 
qualified to judge, namely the individual firms interested in the 
market, judge that this is so, they will presumably be ready to pledge 
their support to any competent private contractor who is considering 
undertaking the finance and erection of a pavilion, as one such 
contractor is already doing this year at the Indian and the Pakistan 
Industries Fairs. If exhibiting is worth while to the firms, erecting 
the pavilion should be worth while to the contractor. If, on the other 
hand, private promoters are lacking, this itself suggests that the costs 
of exhibiting at that particular fair outweigh the potential business 
expected. It would be unfortunate if United Kingdom pavilions were 
organized by private firms where there is not a reasonable prospect 
of these conditions being fulfilled since, in order to break even, the 
organizers would be tempted to reduce costs by lowering standards, 
thereby producing a pavilion which discredits the country. 


Arrangements for National Pavilions at Present 


At present the situation in regard to fairs of this type is confused. 
At the annual trade fair at Izmir, a United Kingdom pavilion is 
successfully organized by the local British Chamber of Commerce. 
At Salonika in 1954 and at Vienna in 1954 and 1955 the responsibility 
for a United Kingdom pavilion was shouldered, in default of anybody 
else, by the Commercial Department of the British Embassy, but it 
is not the intention to continue this type of organization since the 
management of a pavilion is essentially a commercial function which 
neither a Government department nor an Embassy is equipped to 
perform. As mentioned above, a firm of exhibition contractors is 
organizing United Kingdom pavilions this year at Delhi and Karachi. 

In many Western European countries, work of this kind is handled 
by an organization charged with assisting commercial concerns 
wishing to take part in foreign trade fairs. Usually the organization 
is managed by a Board of Directors representing the Government 
and organized industry; some organizations have no Government 
representation on their Board of Management though there is close 
consultation in fixing the programme. The Government almost always 
makes a contribution to the organization’s funds, the remainder being 
drawn in various ways from private industry. While the most important 
function of these central bodies is to organize national pavilions where 
one is necessary, they also assist individual exhibitors in making their 
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arrangements. Such a body has not been thought necessary in Britain 
and there have been no proposals for forming one. 


British Trade Fairs 


British industry has preferred to develop in a different direction. 
Under the auspices of the Federation of British Industries, a company, 
British Overseas Fairs Limited, has been formed to organize fairs 
based on trade sections but confined to British firms and their 
agents in suitable centres abroad, beginning with Bagdad in 1954 and 
Copenhagen this year. A rather similar event on a smaller scale was 
organized in Zurich in 1953 by the British Chamber of Commerce 
for Switzerland. A display on this basis is likely to be wider and more 
impressive than anything that can be achieved within the limits of 
an international fair and while there will always be a certain number 
of British manufacturers for whose special needs it does not cater 
and who will, in consequence, wish to go their own way, it does give 
those who desire such guidance an indication of where to focus their 
overseas efforts. The organization of such a fair is, however, a major 
task requiring some two years preparation and cannot be undertaken 
in many directions simultaneously. 


Recapitulation of Official Policy 


Enough has been said to show that, in the matter of collective 
exhibits and national pavilions, as in other aspects of trade fairs, 
official policy is based on the principle that the responsibility rests 
with private enterprise and that the acid test whether participation in 
any particular fair is worth while must be that of commercial profit. 
If these principles were to be abandoned, there would be no limit to 
the amount of expenditure that could be indulged in and no effective 
means of telling what was worth while. Apart from the expense to 
the Exchequer, individual firms would be called on for growing 
expenditure of money, staff and equipment. But it must be recognized 
that the adherence to this practical line will mean that the United 
Kingdom is put in the shade from time to time by other Governments 
and their industries whose approach is different or who are prepared 
to exploit trade fairs for non-trade purposes. 


Prestige Arguments 


The obvious objection to the policy here described is that immediate 
cash receipts may not be the only test of profitability and that prestige 
in the short term may mean sales in the long. This is the justification 
most frequently advanced for greater Government activity in trade 
fairs and in particular for participation in prestige exhibitions (mainly 
of consumer goods) which have no provision for direct sales. On 
other occasions it may be argued that Britain must install a pavilion 
at some trade fair because of the offence which will be given to the 
country concerned by British abstention and of the damage which 
will ensue to British trade, especially if our competitors are well 
represented. Business men, however, are accustomed to keep long- 
term interests in mind as well as short-term ones, and, whether in 
the long or short term, there is no effective way of testing whether 
expenditure is worth while once cash profitability is abandoned. 

But there is a further consideration. Nobody would deny the 
need for some prestige expenditure, but displays at exhibitions are 
only one way (and, by comparison with other media, a relatively 
costly way) of effecting it. This country spends over £10 million a 
year on its overseas information services, a larger sum in proportion 
to the national income than any other country in the free world. 
Admittedly, very little of this is spent on exhibitions. It may be 
significant that just as most British firms seem to attach less importance 
than their foreign competitors to trade fairs as a form of sales promo- 
tion, so in the official information sphere less importance is attached 
to exhibitions. 

All the same, this must be admitted to be a subject in which it is 
difficult to steer a satisfactory middle course between lethargy and 
extravagance. It is one which can profit byi investigation and discussion, 
provided that arguments pay due attention to the considerations which 
have to be balanced against one another. What has been said in these 
articles is not the final word on the subject. They may, however, 
indicate that some thought has been given to the matter and that the 
approach is not altogether haphazard. 


Official Stands 


There remains the question of the location, purpose and character 
of the Government’s own stands at overseas trade fairs.* It follows 


* Note: This section deals with United Kingdom stands at International 
Fairs. Government stands at all-British fairs raise special questions. 
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from what has been said already that these must not usurp the function 
of individual firms. They cannot hope to sell directly and must not be 
mistaken for national pavilions. But experience suggests that, where 
any substantial volume of business is being done with British manu- 
facturers or merchants, there is a call for information about the 
government regulations and other arrangements which affect trade 
between Britain and the country concerned. Such information is the 
corollary of the information about overseas fairs, the collection and 
dissemination of which undoubtedly forms the primary task of the 
Government in this field. A stand providing such information becomes 
in effect a temporary extension of the Commercial Section of the 
British Embassy (or, in Commonwealth countries, the Trade Com- 
missioner’s office) which supplies most of the staff manning it. If 
equipped with suitable trade directories and other reference books, 
the stand gives answers to inquiries about British goods shown at the 
fair and other information about this country useful to businessmen. 
Its very presence demonstrates official support for the United King- 
dom firms which are exhibiting and is welcomed as such. For, although 
some of the major international fairs, such as Milan, Frankfurt, 
Brussels and Lyons, are still organized on trade section lines, they 
also include a ‘Palace of the Nations’ or some similarly named building, 
in which various countries have a stand, and the invariable absence of 
Great Britain would cause misunderstanding and comment. Accord- 
ingly, about a dozen official stands have been put up annually during 
recent years at some of the more important overseas trade fairs which 
attract an adequate number of United Kingdom exhibitors and 
contain sections for a wide range of industries. 


Information Desks: Advantages & Disadvantages 


The designer of such a stand is, however, faced with a dilemma. 
Although the primary purpose of the stand is to serve as an information 
desk, the first condition which any stand must fulfil is to attract notice. 
And notice is a thing which mere information counters, being by their 
nature static and uneventful, are unlikely to attract. Moreover, merely 
to cater for professional buyers means in many fairs disregarding 
90 per cent. or more of the visitors and thus failing to make ful! use 
of the advantages to be gained by exhibiting at all. There is, therefore, 
much to be said for adding some display element which will attract 
attention to the stand and leave a favourable impression with the 
general public. But unless done with considerable discretion, the 
addition of a display element at once turns the information counter 
into a prestige display and provokes unfavourable comparison with 
those nations which are deliberately using their stands for propaganda 
purposes.

The chief difficulty encountered has been that of discovering soon 
enough the stands on which United Kingdom goods are 
since many firms leave the matter to their agents, while an exhaustive 
list of firms with British agencies is never easy to draw up, and agents

for a number of firms of different nationalities may not make up their 
minds until the last moment as to which goods they are going to 
show. (The same factors make it hard to ensure that British goods 


displayed in trade sections are identified by the ‘From Britain’ card 
introduced for this purpose a few years ago.) But even if the details 
are not quite complete, the lists of firms whose products are 
represented can be made to look effective, especially when accom- 
panied by a prominent caption giving the total number. Consideration 
is also being given to the possibility of improving the supply of informa- 
tion about British products not on display, though collecting this in 
any detail is a considerable task and keeping it up to date a bigger one. 


Objections to More Ambitious Stands 


There is, of course, always a danger that when other countries 
are being more ambitious, a mere information desk, no matter how 
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ingeniously elaborated, will give the false impression that Britain is 
uninterested in the market. One of the objects of this article is to 
remove such an impression by clarifying the policy behind the 
installation of such a stand. For, as has been said, anything else must 
be considerably more elaborate if it is to be effective, so that the 
provision of larger stands on all occasions would greatly increase the 
expenditure of public money, and there is yet far too little evidence 
of extra expenditure being justified by concrete results. For the 
present, at any rate, the Government considers it more sensible to 
keep a rigid limit on the number of stands which cost over £5,000 
and only to install them when the case for doing so is strong. Even 
so, the stands can never be big enough to carry a comprehensive 
display of the whole range of British goods, and experience shows 
that they are best confined to the products of a single section, chosen 
with an eye to the market and to the kind of goods represented else- 
where in the fair. 


Even in this there is a dilemma, for showing the same goods means 
repetition while showing different ones means using Government 
money to publicize a section of industry which is not prepared to 
spend its own (although, of course; the co-operation of the trade 
associations concerned is obtained and firms are asked to loan the 
exhibits free of charge). Stands of this kind have to be ‘selective’ 
(in the sense already defined) since the country’s name must only be 
associated with the highest quality and nothing less will do Britain 
credit. But not only do selective displays create problems from the 
point of view of selling; the very act of selection is invidious for a 
Government department which, no matter how skilful the advice 
on which it relies (and tribute in this connection must be particularly 

aid to the Council of Industrial Design), has not only to deal justly 
er to be manifestly so dealing between citizen and citizen. 


Use of British Designers and Contractors 


This problem of choice presents itself again in the question of 
stand designing, a question which gains in importance in proportion 
as the money to be spent declines, making it all the more necessary 
to offset quantity by quality. It is the Government’s policy to make its 
stands as thoroughly and recognizably British as possible, and for 
that purpose to use British designers; the exceptions occur on the 
few occasions when, for technical reasons, the bulk of the work, 
including the designing, has to be done abroad. By employing a 
number of consultant designers the Government hopes to obtain 
variety in its stands and to build up a group of people who are 
accustomed to working under the rather special conditions, particularly 
as regards budgeting, which are inseparable from official enterprises. 
Equally, it is desirable that wherever possible the stands should be 
constructed by British firms, though special circumstances often rule 
this out on grounds of cost. 


A Policy of Cautious Experiment 


As regards its own stands, the Government’s policy may then be 
summed up as one of cautious experiment, in which various alternatives 
are tried out within a limited budget and an attempt made to observe 
the results. This policy will not merely involve participating in fairs 
without the intention of necessarily making participation an annual 
event; it may also mean coming out of a fair for a year or so, without 
implying any settled judgment as to the value of that fair. It will 
mean, moreover, a considerable switching of resources which will for 
all that not ignore the dividends to be gained by regular participation. 
The programme is not rigid and the intention is to frame and adapt 
it in the light of hard evidence about the results it yields. But where 
the nature of the operation rules out quantitative tests of success or 
failure, hard evidence is difficult to come by. The Exhibitions and 
Fairs Branch of the Board of Trade, as the executive arm of Govern- 
ment policy in this matter, will therefore particularly welcome advice 
from individual firms and trade associations as to: 


(a) Their experience of the results gained by exhibiting at each 
particular fair. 

(b) Their views as to any defects in present policy and organization. 

(c) Their views as to the best way for the Government to help. 

(d) Their views on the best form to be adopted by official stands.

At the National 
Physical Laboratory, Teddington, we have had in use for over 30 
years machines which measure to an accuracy of +0-000001 inch, 
and well before 1945 a number of firms in this country were supplying 
measuring instruments for use in engineering which would measure 
to +0-00001 inch. 


I am sure that the National Physical Laboratory could have helped 
Mr. Arnold if he had got in touch with us. Indeed, the resources 
of the entire Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, of 
which this Laboratory is a part, are available to any manufacturer 
faced with technical problems.

New Records and Competition 
at Motor Show 


RECORDS are to be broken again, as usual, when Admiral Earl 
Mountbatten of Burma opens the 1955 Motor Show at Earl’s Court, 
London, on October 19. The show will be the largest the Society 
of Motor Manufacturers and Traders have ever organized. There 
will be 537 stands, 287 motor-cars, 70 caravans, and 23 motor-boats 
and dinghies, besides the customary display of engines, components 
and accessories. Of the completed cars, 187 will represent 30 different 
British makes, and there will be 100 of foreign make. Last year’s 
show attracted over 7,500 visitors from abroad. The organizers are 
catering for even more next week. 


In a talk about the show in London on Monday, Dr. F. Llewellyn 
Smith, President of the S.M.M.T., said that output in the industry 
had been running at ‘peak levels.’ In the first eight months of this 
year, well over half a million cars were produced, and total exports 
had reached a record value exceeding £250 million, of which £84 
million represented finished cars. But Dr. Llewellyn Smith acknow- 
ledged that foreign competition had increased, more especially in 
Western Europe, and mainly from Western Germany. The United 
States and Italy, too, were expanding their export efforts; and less 
familiar competition was coming on a smaller scale from Czecho- 
slovakia, Eastern Germany, Russia and even Poland. Russia had 
exported about 1,750 cars to Norway in the first half of the year, 
and had more than doubled her sales in Finland. There appeared 
to be no corresponding market for British cars behind ‘the Iron 
Curtain.’ 

Recent import restrictions in Australia and New Zealand (Dr. 
Llewellyn Smith added) had given a new urgency and stimulus to 
the British industry’s determination to fight back for old and new 
markets. British manufacturers were pressing on with a vast expansion 
programme designed not only to increase output but also to reduce 
prices — if possible. The three main trends in 1956 cars were ‘more 
safety features, extended use of overdrives, and a finer finish.’ Other 
noticeable developments were the adoption of ‘hard-top’ bodies and 
increased seating in sports cars; a growing output of estate cars; and 
a bigger production of ‘quality’ cars with a power that brought them 
within reach of a wider income group. 


Among the caravans at the show would be new types made of 
fibreglass. Deliveries of motor boats and marine engines were improv- 
ing — but ‘heavy export commitments make early ordering 
essential.’ 
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Provisional Figures of United Kingdom Trade in September 


THE EXPORT figures for September again include to some extent 
shipments held up by the transport strikes in May-June, although 
the provisional total for the month was below the exceptionally high 
figure for August. With a fairly sharp decline in imports from the 
level of July and August, the visible trade deficit for September was 
reduced to £50 million. 

United Kingdom exports recorded for September amounted to 
£243:2 million. For the nine months January-September 1955, 
exports averaged £235-9 million, nearly 6 per cent. higher than in 
the corresponding period of 1954. Imports for September amounted 
to £304-2 million, £35-1 million less than the average for July-August. 
For the period January-September 1955 the monthly average was 
£320-7 million, 15 per cent. higher than for January-September 
1954. 

Re-exports in September amounted to £10-6 million. 

The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, 
valued f.o.b., was £50-5 million in September. For the period 
January-September 1955, however, the monthly average excess was 
£75-4 million, £28-1 million greater than in the corresponding 




















period of 1954.

Yarn Production in the Cotton Industry 


PRODUCTION of cotton, spun rayon and mixture yarn for the week 
ended September 10, 1955, a holiday week, was 15-98 mn. lbs., 
compared with 16-90 mn. Ibs. for the previous week and 19-17 mn. Ibs. 
for the corresponding week of 1954, also a holiday week. 


The total of United Kingdom exports to North America recorded 
for September was £27-5 million. The average for the first nine 
months of 1955 was £25-7 million a month, nearly 12 per cent. more 
than in the corresponding period of 1954. 


Exports to the United States in September amounted to £15-9 
million; for January-September they averaged £14-4 million a month, 
19 per cent. more than in January-September 1954. 


Exports to Canada in September were £11-6 million; this brought 
the monthly average for January-September to £11-3 million, 4 per 
cent. above the corresponding period of 1954.

Another Texas Firm for 
Northern Ireland 


THE MISSION MANUFACTURING COMPANY, Houston, Texas, 
have decided to establish an undertaking in Northern Ireland for the 
manufacture of oilfield equipment. A Government factory for the 
project will shortly be erected on Site 13 on the industrial estate 
at Castlereagh, Belfast, and, pending the completion of the factory, 
it is proposed to begin operations in an uneccupied part of the Hughes 
Tool Factory. 

The Mission Manufacturing Company are oil specialists who 
have been in business since 1925 and are one. of the leading manu- 
facturers in the world of oilfield slush pump parts. It is planned to 
provide employment at Castlereagh for about 70 people, almost all 
of whom will be men, and there is the possibility of increasing the 
labour force at a later stage by producing other items of oilfield 
equipment not at present manufactured by the Company. 

Virtually the whole production of the factory will be exported, and 
it is expected that the principal markets will be in South America, 
India, Pakistan and the Middle East. 

The Hughes Tool Company, who are already in production in 
one of the Ministry of Commerce factories at Castlereagh, also have 
their headquarters at Houston, Texas.

United Kingdom Balance of 
Payments 


A WHITE PAPER on the United Kingdom Balance of Payments 
1946-1955 (Cmd. No. 9585, price 2s. 6d. from H.M. Stationery 
Office), shows that in the first half of 1955 the United Kingdom had 
a surplus of £17 million on current transactions (including defence 
aid) with all areas; this was £148 million less than in the same period 
of 1954. The adverse change was entirely with the non-sterling areas. 
The visible trade deficit with these areas increased by more than 
£100 million and net receipts from invisibles fell by about £60 million, 
mainly because of lower net receipts from shipping and oil. 

The rest of the sterling area’s surplus with the non-sterling world 
at £71 million was £55 million lower in the first half of 1955 than 
in the same period last year. Again, this was largely the result of a 
substantial rise in imports, only partly offset by increased exports. 

The gold and dollar reserves and sterling liabilities, etc., to the 
non-sterling world showed a net improvement of £22 million in the 
first half of 1955; while the reserves fell £29 million, sterling liabilities, 
etc., fell more — by £51 million. In the first half of 1954 there had been 
a net improvement of £208 million, the reserves rising by £179 
million and liabilities falling by £29 million. 

Defence aid (net) was £33 million ($93 million) in the half year 
compared with £24 million ($68 million) in the first half of 1954. 
Receipts from sales to the United States of military equipment (some 
of which has been returned to the United Kingdom forces), came to 
£17 million ($47 million) in the half year compared with £14 million 
($40 million) in the first half of 1954. 

United States and Canadian forces expenditure in the United 
Kingdom continued at a high level: £35 million ($100 million) in the 
half year — much the same rate as in the previous year, 


Imports of Canned Grapefruit 
from United States 


IN NOTICE to Importers No. 648 arrangements were announced 
for the import of canned grapefruit from the United States during 
1954 (see Board of Trade Journal of May 15, 1954, page 1022). 

The Board of Trade now announce in Notice to Importers No. 
752, that arrangements have been made for imports of a further 
limited quantity of canned grapefruit from the United States to be 
purchased with funds made available under the Mutual Security 
Act 1954 (Public Law 665). 

Licences will be issued to first-hand distributors, or their nominees, 
on the basis of their unit voucher entitlement under the Ministry of 
Food’s former scheme for the distribution of canned fruit. 

The Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food are sending 
to first-hand distributors details of the procedure and documentation 
required under the United States Mutual Security Act and of the 
method of applying for an import licence. Licences will be valid for 
imports until November 30, 1955.

Import Duty on Dried Citrus Fruit Peel 


THE TREASURY have made the Additional Import Duties (No. 2) 
Order, 1955, which reduces the rate of duty chargeable on dried 
citrus fruit peels under the Import Duties Act, 1932, from 15 per 
cent. ad valorem to 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

The Order came into operation on October 6, 1955, and has been 
published as Statutory Instruments 1955, No. 1524.

THE POSTMASTER GENERAL announces that parcels sent to South 
Africa, and to the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland by the

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Progress of Scottish Production 


THE SIXTH NUMBER of the half-yearly Digest of Scottish Statistics, 
which is now available, provides a detailed analysis of the Scottish 
economy. The 66 tables included show monthly or quarterly figures 
for recent years and, where possible, a pre-war year is given for 
comparison. 

The Digest contains the Scot\ish Index of Industrial Production 
which shows in a concise manner the progress of Scottish industry 
from 1948 up to June of this year, The Index records that Scottish 
industrial production continues to increase, although the rate of 
expansion has slowed down: production as a whole during the first 
six months of 1955 was about 2 per cent. above the same period in 
1954. The contribution of the manufacturing industries to this overall 
increase was about 3 per cent. The industries showing better than 
average increases were food, drink and tobacco (about 11 per cent.), 
precision instruments, jewellery, etc. (nearly 7} per cent.), engineering 
and shipbuilding (over 5 per cent.) and metal goods (about 5 per cent.). 
The production of building bricks, concrete roofing tiles, softwood 
and hardwood during the first half of this year was lower than in the 
comparable period of 1954. 

The Board of Trade supply much of the information used in the 
compilation of the Scottish Index of Industrial Production and they 
also supply for the Digest production figures of raw materials (iron 
and steel, fertilizers, timber, etc.), statistics of industrial building 
(approved, started and completed), merchant shipping activity at 
Scottish ports and index numbers of the value of sales by large retailers 
in Scotland. 

The Digest records in the ‘Labour’ tables that by August 15 of this 
year the total unemployed numbered 43,300 as against 51,600 at 
August 9, 1954. Among other statistics presented are persons employed 
and services provided by the National Health Service; fuel and power 
information (for example, production, consumption and stocks of coal, 
production of coke and gas and generation of electricity); population 
and vital statistics; agricultural output and information collected from 
the agricultural censuses; details about rail, road and air traffic; postal, 
telegraph and telephone services; and criminal statistics. 

The Digest of Scottish Statistics is prepared by the Scottish 
Statistical Office, St. Andrew’s House, Edinburgh, and is published 
by H.M. Stationery Office, Edinburgh, price 4s. net (4s. 2d. post free).

Seasonal Rise in 


THE EXPECTED seasonal upswing in sales was reported by wholesale 
textile houses in August. The rise was not quite as sharp as last 
year, however, and sales were only at the level of August 1954, compared 
with the appreciable increases over sales in the corresponding month 
of 1954 experienced in June and July. Cumulative sales up to the 
end of August were slightly above the level at the same time last 
year. Total stocks, like sales, increased seasonally in August but 
remained appreciably below the level of the same month a year ago. 


Sales of women’s, girls’ and children’s wear expanded seasonally 
in August, but failed to reach the level of August 1954 by some 2 per 
cent.; cumulative sales, however, continued very little below last 
year’s totals. Sales of women’s coats, costumes and raincoats were 
once again very considerably beneath even the low level of sales 
reported in the corresponding month of 1954. In the other sub- 
categories, sales of underwear (other than knitted) were nearly a 
quarter higher than in August 1954, and substantial increases com- 
pared with August 1954 were reported in sales of knitted outerwear 
and haberdashery. Stocks of women’s, etc., wear rose sharply during 
the month but were slightly lower than at the end of August 1954. 





Sales of men’s and boys’ wear contracted further during August, 
but were still appreciably above last year’s level; this maintained 
the cumulative increase over last year’s sales at about 2 per cent. 
Stocks in this category also contracted during the month and con- 
tinued well below the somewhat high levels reported in 1954. 


An increase of 6 per cent. in sales of piece-goods was recorded 
compared with August 1954 —the first increase to be reported for 
many months. Cumulative sales were, however, well below those 
reported last year. Varying increases over August 1954 were reported 
in most of the other significant sub-categories.

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Hosiery Industry Statistics for May to July 


PRODUCTION in the hosiery industry in the period May to July is 
estimated to have been 2 per cent. greater in total than in the corres- 
ponding period of last year. This indicates a substantial improvement 
over the previous period, when production was 5 per cent. less than 
a year previously. Direct comparison of the latest figures with those 
for February to April is unreliable owing to the influence of seasonal 
factors. 

The latest figures shown in the tables have in some cases been 
estimated. Some of those for February and April have been revised, 
with the receipt of further information from manufacturers. 


Yarn Intake 


The total weight of yarn intake in May to July was very slightly 
more than in the same period last year; within this total the figures 
for imported yarn fell by about a quarter. Among the yarns of United 
Kingdom manufacture, the greatest increase, of nearly one-third, 
was in synthetic yarns, and there was also an increase in the intake 
of wool, especially wool mixture, yarns. Intake of yarns of cotton and 
of man-made fibres other than synthetic was rather less than a year 
ago. 


Analysis of Sales 


The analysis of sales in Table 2 shows an increase in the value of 
total sales by the industry compared with a year ago of about 2 per 
cent.; this was entirely due to an increase of 5 per cent. in sales against 


‘other orders’ (mainly home market sales); sales for export were less 
by 9 per cent. 


Socks and Stockings 


Sales of women’s stockings continued to increase, particularly 
those of nylon and other synthetic yarns. The increasing trend, which 
had been apparent for some time, in the proportion of fully fashioned 
to circular-knitted stockings was reversed, this being partly due to 
the further increase in the share held by synthetic fibres, where the 
trend had been in the opposite direction. Sales of other types of socks 
and stockings were less than a year ago, but there were substantial 
increases in sales of those of synthetic fibres. 


Knitted Fabric 


Production of warp knitted fabric showed a very slight fall com- 
pared with a year ago, entirely accounted for in reduced output of 
‘other’ man-made fibres; production of warp knitted fabric of syn- 
thetic fibres increased by two-fifths, and output of wool and cotton 
fabrics by 28 and 12 per cent. Net sales of warp knitted fabric over 
the period were slightly more than a year ago and of other knitted 
fabric more by one-tenth. 


Other Knitted Goods 


Figures of sales of knitted garments included in Table 4 again 
reveal a marked fall in the quantity of gloves and mittens sold during

the period, to 28 per cent. below the level of a year earlier, but all 
other categories, with the exception of women’s costumes and suits, 
and children’s and infants’ underwear, etc., showed increases, some 
of them substantial; sales of jumpers, pullovers and cardigans for 
men and for women increased by more than one-eighth. 


Sources and Definitions 


The figures shown in the tables are derived from various sources. Those 
for the last two years are based on inquiries made by the Statistics Division 
of the Board of Trade under the Statistics of Trade Act, 1947. Most of 
those for 1948 and 1951 are derived from the censuses of production for 
those years, the questions in which were similar to those put in the current 
inquiries, although, at some points, less detailed. Those for other years come 
from a previous series of voluntary quarterly inquiries, which were on a

rather different basis. The categories of fibres distinguished in the current 
series of inquiries are wool, cotton, silk, synthetic fibres (nylon, Terylene, 
etc.), and other man-made fibres (rayon, protein fibres, etc.). Until October 
1953, in place of wed last two categories, nylon rayon were disti 
and other man-made fibres were included with any other fibres used. 
Yarns and knitted goods are classified as of the fibre which is predominant 
in them by weight. For other definitions see the Board of Trade Journal of 
October 24, 1953. 
The heme symbols are used throughout the tables: 
. for not available, or not publishable because of risk of disclosure of 
particulars relating to an individual firm; 
— for nil or negligible (less than half the final digit shown). 
The figures have off to the nearest final digit so there may 
be an apparent slight discrepancy between the sums of the constituent 
items and the totals shown.

THE BASIC MATERIALS INDEX, after rising by 5-0 per cent. over 
the previous three months, fell slightly in September — by 0-4 per 
cent. This decrease was mainly due to lower prices for raw wool 
(down 8-8 pur cent.) and raw cotton (down 1:2 per cent.) which, 
together, more than offset the effect on the index of higher prices 
for copper (up 5-1 per cent.), raw rubber (up 2°8 per cent.), hides 
and skins (up 3-1 per cent.), imported softwood (up 0:5 per cent.) and 
a few other items. 

Higher prices for most non-ferrous metals and their semi-manu- 
factures, as well as for raw rubber, accounted for almost the whole 
of the rise in the indices for materials used in the mechanical engineer- 
ing and electrical machinery industries: both continued their recent 
substantial upward movement with increases of 1:2 and 2-1 per cent., 
respectively, over the month. 

The decline of 3-0 per cent. in the index for materials used in the 
textile industries, in September, was almost entirely due to lower 
prices for raw wool and raw cotton. 

The indices for building and civil engineering and house-building 
materials continued their upward movement in September, with 
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Varied Movements of Wholesale Prices in September 


increases of 0-7 and 0-5 per cent., respectively, mainly due to higher 
prices for certain types of sanitary ware, some classes of bricks, 
imported timber and various metal items. 

Among the price indices for the output of broad sectors of industry, 
in Table 2, that for textile products other than clothing declined 
further by 1-4 per cent., lower prices for serge cloth (down 3-5 per 
cent.), worsted yarn (down 5-0 per cent.) and cotton cloth (down 1:1 
per cent.) being only partly offset by increased prices for carpets 
(up by approximately 4 per cent. on September 5). The index for 
chemical and allied products rose by 1-5 per cent. in September, 
chiefly on account of higher prices for dyes and dyestuffs (up 
7-0 per cent.), fertilizers (up 4-9 per cent.) and general chemicals 
(up 2:3 per cent.). The major index for all manufactured products, 
other than fuel, food and tobacco, rose by a further 0:2 per cent. to 
a level 3-2 per cent. above that of December, 1954. 


New Index Numbers

Notes on Wholesale Price Index Numbers (June 30, 1949=100) 


1. The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first place 
of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, however, 
such that these figures will orginarily have little significance; they 
are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be made 
with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month-to- 
month rnovements. 

2. The run of index numbers published each month in this series 
covers thirteen months only. Available index numbers for previous 
months, or for commodities no longer published every month, can 
be obtained on application to the address below. 


3. In determining the weights to be used in calculating indices 
which combine the price movements of several commodities, the 
value of the sales or purchases of commodities for which no price 
series are available is suitably imputed to the price series that are 
available. 

4. The index numbers of the output of broad sectors of industry 
relate only to the output sold outside these sectors. Products trans- 
ferred between firms within these sectors are excluded. Similarly, 
im the case of index numbers for groups of commodities produced by 
United Kingdom industries, products transferred between firms 
within such industries are excluded. Prices of exports are included 
where these are available. 

5. The indices for commodities and groups of commodities 
produced in the United Kingdom are based on producers’ ‘ex-works’ 


prices unless it is the normal custom of the trade to deliver, in which 
case ‘delivered’ prices are used. The prices are exclusive of purchase 
tax, but include any subsidy paid to or duty paid by the producer. 

6. The description of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 

7. Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and 
explaining their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
May 19 and June 16, 1951. Changes, from July 1953, in the presenta- 
tion and grouping of these indices were explained in the issue of 
July 18, 1953. 

8. Details of the weights and items used in the index of basic 
materials (excluding fuel) for non-food manufacturing industry 
appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on June 16, 1951. Details of 
the other indices of industrial materials, namely those for the electrical 
machinery and mechanical engineering industries and building and 
civil engineering, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on September 
16, 1950, and February 10 and May 19, 1951, respectively. Summary 
details of weights used in constructing the index for all manufactured 
products, other than fuel, food and tobacco appeared on February 19, 
1955. It is not intended at present to publish in the Board of Trade 
Journal details of the constituent items and the weights used in the 
construction of any of the other indices; where it is possible to issue 
these, however, they may be obtained on application to the Director 
of Statistics, Board of Trade, at the address at the end of this article.

Advertising Techniques 


An album of 100 advertisements selected by a panel of judges as 
representing the best examples submitted for the Layton National 
Awards Contest has been published as “The Layton National Awards, 
1955’ (price 25s.) by the World’s Press News Publishing Co. Ltd., 
9-10 Old Bailey, London, E.C.4, for C. & E. Layton Ltd.

IN OCTOBER, 1954, a hurricane devastated the rural areas of the 
southern peninsula of Haiti. This in itself would not have had a 
lasting effect on the national economy had it not been coupled with 
floods in the Cul-de-Sac plain near Port-au-Prince and the fact that 
the south is an important coffee-growing centre. 

Notwithstanding urgent relief measures undertaken at the time, 
the rural population of some of the areas affected by the hurricane 
continues to suffer hardship and privation. The efforts of the govern- 
ment to reduce the almost complete dependence of the national 
economy on coffee have not yet had time to take effect, so that the 
immediate results of the hurricane, which cut down an already small 
crop by half, were severely felt. The ambitious budget for the 1954-55 
season, based on good demand and high prices for coffee, was can- 
celled, and the government reverted to the ‘economy’ budget of 
1953-54. 


How Coffee Prices Affect Imports 


The short coffee crop, together with a drop in world coffee prices, 
has seriously curtailed Haiti’s buying power for this year, and 
recently published statistics show that imports in February were down 
by little less than half of last year’s. 

There is, however, a possibility of improvement in 1956. The 
new coffee crop is expected to be approximately 400,000 sacks of 
80 kilograms, and it is hoped that the whole crop will be sold, though 
there is some doubt of this because of the glut of coffee on the market 
due to Brazilian over-production. Apart from anticipated revenue 
from the coffee crop, the Government has been able to obtain an 
increase in the loan from the Export Import Bank for the damming 
of the Artibonite valley, and hopes also to obtain from the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development a loan for road construction 
which it is understood may be forthcoming provided an adequate 
scheme for road maintenance has been established. If all these 


anticipated revenues are received, the coming year should approach 
normality. 

The market for consumer goods has been very slow this year as @ 
result of the lack of buying power in all classes and in particular of 
the small peasant. The usual mid-year dead season started in January 
with imports showing a decided drop under 1954. Their statistics 
for February of 1954 and 1955 show this very clearly:

This lack of buying power has accentuated the ever-present price 
factor in all classes of merchandise and now, more than ever, price is 
the main factor in business. 


British Products Should Do Better 


Over the last seven years the United Kingdom's share of imports 
into Haiti has risen from 0-68 per cent. to 4-44 per cent. im 1954. 
This may seem small, but when one realizes that the United States’ 
had virtually the whole market and now hold 63-20 per cent., it can 
be seen that some ground has been gained. Ini 1954, the three ‘largest 
exporters to Haiti were: 


United States C - . | 63-20 per cent. 
Canada . . é . 7 8-15 per cent. 
United Kingdom 4-44 per cent. 


Haitian merchants and consumers like United Kingdom products’ 
and, in time, United Kingdom goods should be able to obtain a larger 
share of the market. Three main factors which tend to retard further 
increase of United Kingdom exports to Haiti are lack of direct 
facilities, slow delivery, and high prices. Of the three, the lack of 


shipping facilities is the greatest handicap. ‘who can get 
merchandise from a country with direct g services. once er 
twice a month are unwilling to purchase si - merchanalise from 
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sources where shipping is uncertain, Slow delivery also has a decided 
effect on the merchant’s decision. With capital short, they are not 
willing to tie up funds which might be used elsewhere, nor are they 
willing to wait for merchandise that they can have much more quickly 
from other suppliers. Higher prices on many items also have some 
effect. Quality is not the important factor; it is usually the price that 
counts. 

Apart from the perennial competition of United States goods on 
the market, the other growing competitor is Germany which has, in 
the last three years, risen to fourth place in imports with 3-58 per cent. 
of the total. German firms quote low prices, offer long credit terms, 
and give quick delivery. Most important of all, they send out factory 
and firm representatives much more frequently than do United King- 
dom firms. It is necessary to stress the good effects that the personal 
representative of a firm can have on a merchant who wishes to buy, 
but who has doubts and problems that need to be cleared up. 


Market Opportunities 


Machinery, tools, etc. The Haitian peasant traditionally prefers 
British agricultural implements, and there is a constant market for 
matchets, hoes, picks, serpettes, mattocks, etc. The demand for 
tractors, harrows, ploughs, etc., is as yet small, because the average 
landholder does not have the means or the acreage necessary for these 
items. With the projected development of the Artibonite and other 
fertile valleys, it is possible that soon there may be an increasing 
demand for these machines. 

There is also a limited steady market for small diesel motors and 
pumps, and there is a preference for British-made units if the price 
can compete with German and United States prices, which are at 
present lower. There is, of course, the problem of spares. Motors 
purchased in the United States can be supplied quickly by air with 
parts that are out of stock, whereas even by air there is a ten-day 
wait from the United Kingdom. 

Radios. The market for radios is steady but there seem to be as 
many makes on the market as it can carry for the present. There is 
increasing interest in High Fidelity phonograph players and attendant 
equipment. There is no television in Haiti yet. 

Motor-cars and Bicycles. The British small car continues to 
sell well. There are now 550 of these on the roads, and with the pro- 
jected large-scale road development plan, more and more small cars 
should be seen. The medium-size cars can only compete on a price 
basis with the American cars. Large British cars will have to be advert- 
ised and seen on the market before they can hope to compete with 
their American counterpart. The price factor again enters into the 
picture. British bicycles and motor cycles are popular and hold a very 
good percentage of the market. 

Public Works and Buildings. There are plans for the renewal of 
the Port-au-Prince abattoir in the near future, and also for an extension 
to the port’s existing facilities in the form of a new pier and customs 
warehouses. Both of these will possibly require prefabricated structures, 
as will a projected military ‘city’ for the army resident in Port-au-Prince. 
It is intended soon to build a new airport to serve the capital city. 

Telecommunications. Last year a well-known British electrical 
concern signed a contract with the Haitian Government for the 
complete renewal and overhaul of the country’s telephone and tele- 
communication system. This contract, worth some three million 
dollars, proves that there are opportunities in this country for enter- 
prising United Kingdom firms. 

Textiles, foodstuffs, etc. Both British woollens (light weight) and 
cottons have always had a steady market in Haiti. With the opening 
of a second textile mill for the manufacture of blue denim, the imports 
of this item will drop. For all other cotton cloths there is always a 
market and the tastes of the country should be closely studied to 
obtain an even greater share of the sales. Seconds in all cloths sell 
well, as here again price is the leading factor. 

Foods. There is a preference for British biscuits and confectionery, 
but canned goods have not been able to compete with American, 
Dutch and Danish products. 

As an inducement to the growing tourist trade it is proposed to 
allow imported luxury to be sold in bond to tourists at com- 
petitive prices, and this may offer a further small but useful outlet for 
British exports. Most of the tourists come from the United States. 

Encouraged by special facilities allowed to new industrial enterprises 
under the Five Year plan, many small industries have been set up. 
These include nails, cement, textiles, chemicals and pharmaceuticals, 
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plastics, a shoe manufacturing co-operative ,and tanning. Common soap 
is also being manufactured on a scale that it is hoped will satisfy 
local demand, and a protective tariff has been placed on imported 
common soaps. 

Another interesting development is the increasing interest being 
taken in the country’s mineral resources. There is one company almost 
ready to mine bauxite and two other companies have obtained con- 
cessions to prospect for copper, lignite, manganese and bauxite. One 
of the companies is also exploring for petroleum on the island of 
Gonave in the centre of Port-au-Prince bay. 


Hints for Exporters 
Owing to the low standard of living of the greater portion of the 
population, the Haitian market for United Ki goods is a limited 
one. It is a competitive market, however, in the dollar area, with no 
control or import restrictions, and as such it is worthy of the 
attention of United Kingdom firms. 


Firms wishing to enter the market should note the following 
recommendations : 

(i) Quote in dollars, c.i.f. Port-au-Prince. (99 per cent. of offers 
in sterling f.o.b. go into the waste paper basket.) 

(ii) State terms in the original quotation and make them as lenient 
as good business practices will allow. (Letters of Credit are 
unheard-of except for large items of capital equipment.) 

(iii) Write by airmail, in French if possible, and send descriptive 
literature. 

(iv) Deliver in a reasonable time. Haitian merchants prefer to 
buy at a slightly higher price if they can have quick delivery. 

(v) Send out representatives to deal directly with merchants — 
the goodwill caused, and extra orders obtained, pay over and 
over again for the cost of the trip. 

(vi) Advertise or help agents to advertise products in French. 


(vii) Give good sales service on all items that require it. Shipping 

by air, if necessary, to keep the product on the market. 

To assist in promoting contacts between United Kingdom firms 
interested in the market and Haitian firms, the Embassy circulate a 
periodical Commercial Bulletin and will be glad to include in it, on 
request, the name and description of goods offered by the United 
Kingdom firm concerned. 








Trade and Financial Arrangements 








U.S. Agreements with Guatemala 
and Ecuador Terminated 


THE UNITED STATES Department of the Treasury have announced 
that the Trade Agreement of May 16, 1936, with the Government of 
Guatemala will be terminated by mutual consent today, October 15. 
Termination of the Trade Agreement will not result in a change of 
duty on any product imported into the United States from Guatemala, 
because all the items on which tariff concessions were given to 
Guatemala under the trade agreement are either on the free list or, 
if dutiable, are now bound in other trade agreements entered into by 
the United States. 


The United States commercial agreement with Ecuador of 
August 6, 1938, is also terminated, as at the close of business on 
January 17 next. The United States’ rates of duty on three tariff items 
will nn consequentially on January 18. For details, see 
page 863. 


China and Egypt 


A TRADE AGREEMENT between China and Egypt was signed in 
Peking on August 22. The agreement, which is valid for three years, 
provides, inter alia, for Egyptian exports of cotton and other goods 
and Chinese exports of industrial equipment including complete 
sets of equipment for textile and paper mills. The agreement also 
provides for each country to accord the other most-favoured-nation 
treatment and for the establishment of trade offices in both countries. 

The volume of trade for the first of the agreement is reported 
as arranged at a total value of £20 million.

COLOMBIA 
Consular Invoice Charges Changed 


THE COLOMBIAN Consul-General in ‘London has notified the 
Board of Trade that as from October 1 the legalization charge for 
Consular Invoices will be 1 per cent. of the f.o.b. value of the goods 
instead of the sum of £1 9s. 4d. as previously. This charge has been 
authorized by Colombian Decree No. 2144 of August 3. All other 
legalization fees connected with bills of lading, certificates of origin, 
etc., remain d. 

In accordance with the terms of the decree, the Colombian 
Consulate-General have opened at the Pont Street (London) branch 
of the National Provincial Bank Ltd. an account known as Account 
No. 2 of the Colombian Consulate-General, where exporters are 
asked to deposit the new 1 per cent. fee. A credit slip will be issued 
by the bank and this must be presented to the Consulate before the 
legalized documents will be released. Similar local arrangements have 
been made by the Colombian Consuls in Liverpool and Glasgow.* 

Late fees will be charged at 50 per cent. of the legalization fee. 

All Consular Invoices must show the value of the goods in both 
sterling and United States dollars. 

If an existing Colombian import licence does not cover the Consular 
fee at the new rate, an additional licence can be obtained by the 
importer on application to the Colombian Office of Exchange Registra- 
tion.

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Regulations on International 
Traffic in Arms 


THE UNITED STATES Department of State have issued the tenth 
edition of ‘International Traffic in Arms,’ which sets out the regula- 
tions governing the international traffic in arms, ammunition, and 
implements of war and technical data -e' ating hereto. 


Under the new regulations all restrictions on shipments of arms, 
ammunition, and implements of war between the United States 
and Canada are removed, except those applying to in-transit shipments 
and to helium gas. There are minor changes concerning technical 
data. In addition, weapons using only calibre 0-22 rim fire ammunition, 
and calibre 0-22 ammunition are not now included in the United 
States Munitions List.

Changes in Import Regulations for Rayon 
Yarns 


THE REGULATION restricting the import into Greece of rayon yarns 
falling under Customs Tariff Ne. 232 A (a) 1 has now lapsed as 
from October 1. This regulation compelled importers to purchase 
from Greek artificial fibre factories a quantity of rayon yarns equal 
to four times the amount which they wished to import from abroad. 
The Foreign Trade Board have transferred imported rayon yarn 
from List F to List F1 for the purposes of the credit regulations. 
Importers will now have to put down an advance cash deposit of 
50 per cent. of the voice value instead of 15 per cent. as hitherto.

Unper Indian S.R.O. 2001 (Customs Notification No. 150), dated

Indian Customs Duty Drawback on 


Powdered Dextrose 


UnpeER Indian S.R.O. 1999, of September 17, the Government of India 
have directed that drawback should be allowed on duty-paid dextrose, 
in powder form, used in the manufacture of provisions, manufactured 
in and exported from India, or shipped as provisions on board a ship 
proceeding to a foreign port. Such drawback shall be admissible only 
in respect of provisions exported on or before August 31, 1956, unless 
this period is reduced or extended subsequently. 

‘The Customs Duties Drawback (Provisions) Rules, 1955, published 
under S.R.O. 2000 of the same date, define ‘dextrose’ and ‘provisions’ 
as follows: 

‘Dextrose’ means dextrose, glucose, 
into India on payment of customs duty. 

‘Provisions’ means packed dextrose, with or without added in- 
gredients, colours or flavours. 

The rules provide for payment of drawback at the rate of seven- 
eighths of the average amount of customs duty paid on dextrose 
used in the manufacture of any brand or variety of provisions shipped 
from India.

THAILAND 
More Amendments of Import Tariff 


DETAILS HAVE NOW BEEN RECEIVED of further modifications to 
the Thai Customs Import Tariff. These are additional to those 
announced in last week’s Board of Trade Journal (page 758). 
The modifications are as follows: 
(a) The General Note to Section IV of the import tariff is revised 
to read: 

‘Articles, liable to specific duty under this section, mounted or set 
with pearls, precious or semi-precious stones or having precious metals 
incorporated in them, are to be charged for duty under item 198 or 
under their respective specific rates, whichever are higher. 

‘But this shall not apply to Item 87 (a) and Item 160.’ 


(b) Sub-categories (k) and (1) are added to import item No. 50, thus: 
(k) Anti-biotics, sulpha drugs, vitamins and anaesthetics of 
all kinds not yet provided for elsewhere — 10 per cent. ad 
valorem. 
(1) Pharmaceutical powders as follows: Salol, Calomel, 
Pyramidon, P.A.S., Cabarzone, Stilboestrol and Santonin — 
10 per cent. ad valorem. 
(c) Chapter 18 of the import tariff is now headed: ‘Canvas manu- 
factures, cordage and gunny manufactures.’ 


(d) Import item No. 82 now reads: 
‘Empty bags and empty gunnies for use as containers, not inclu- 
ded in .~ categories: 
(a) Hemp gunnies. 
(b) Others.’ 

(e) A sub-category (c) is added to import item No. 185 comprising 
‘motor vehicles used only for fire-fighting.’ 

(f) Import item No. 187 now reads: ‘Raw hemp proved to the 
satisfaction of the Director-General of Customs to be for 
use in the manufacture of hemp gunnies.’ 

This list may possibly contain words which are registered in 

the United Kingdom as Trade Marks in relation to certain kinds 
of goods.

Restrictions on Sterling Payments 


ACCORDING to a telegraphic report from the British Embassy at 
Tehran, the Bank Melli, Iran, have announced that no letters of 
credit can be opened after October 5 and that no drafts received 
after October 5 can be met. Drafts which were received by the Bank 
before this date and were accepted by the importer will continue to 
be met regardless of whether the goods have been cleared from 
Customs or not. 


These restrictions apply to imports into Iran from all countries 
except those which have clearing agreements with Iran. The United 
Kingdom does not have such an agreement. Goods in Category 2 
(less essential imports) are not subject to the restrictions neither are 
imports of goods which are an Iranian Government monopoly. 

Although it is hoped that these restrictive measures may be only 
temporary, the Ministry of National Economy have announced that 
no increases in exhausted import quotas for the current Iranian year 
can be expected and that quotas for next year (beginning March 22, 
1956) may be reduced.

EACH YEAR the Canadian Playthings Manufacturers Incorporated 
organize a Toy Fair in Montreal at which only Canadian-made toys 
may be displayed. However, at the same time the Canadian Toy 
Importers Association arrange an event to cater for foreign made 
toys and their Show will be held from February 27 to March 2, 1956, 
at the Queens Hotel, Montreal. 

It is necessary for British manufacturers to have agents in Canada 
before they can participate in the Importers Fair and for those repre- 
sentatives to be members of the Association. Space in the Fair will 
consist of display rooms and the cost of these varies between $10 and 
$25 a day according to the size.
